Paris. March 31.—The French 
government and the press are equal- 
ly insistent in denia] that ex-King 
Charles received any support what- 
soev.. from France in his sudden 
coup aimed at the Hungarian 
throne. 

It is probable, at the same time, 
that the government will exercise 
extreme caution in dealing with the 
crisis, -with the object lesson of 
King Constantine of Greece fresh in 
European history. 

It is realized that severe pressure 
by the allies will make a new 
martyr of eCharles. restcring him 
to the height of popularity, and 
forcing him back into real power 
in spite of any method taken to 
check his designs. The Hungarians 
are avowedly monarchists, and to 
excite them against the ertente 
would mean to stir up Magyar na- 
tionalism to a point where the coun- 
try would readily throw itself to 
the side of Germany. 


Fear Hohenzollerns. 


The supreme fear in France today 
is what effect Charlies’ move will 
have on-the Hohenzollern exiles— 
if, indeed, the Charles mov:-ment did 
not actually originate in the Hohen- 
zollern mind. 

The return of Charles might 
prove the entering wedge to de- 
feat the purposes of the St. Ger- 
main and Trianon agreements, and 
this is another matter of deep con 
cern to the French. 

While reports of these military 
events were reaching Paris, the 
first outlines-of the attitude of the 
allies toward the return of a mem- 
ber of the House of Hapsburg were 
beginning to take form.

Appealing for co-operation of al) 
Georgia cities in the fight to lower 
utilities rates in Georgia, Dr L. N. 
Huff, who has been active in the 
‘campaign for municipal ownership 
of utilities, has sent out a letter to 


each mayor, criticising the state 
railroad commission for granting 
increased rates and urging .help. 

His letter, in part, says: 

Here in Atlanta, as you know, we are 
fighting for cheaper gas, The rates we are 

by order of the railroad commission 
are out of all reason. The rates you are 
paying, if your city uses gas supplied by 
a private corporation, are also out of rea- 
son. <All gas rates in Georgia have been 
outrageously advanced by the railroad com- 
There is no justification for any 
, and the railroad’ commission 
knows they cannot be justified, and by its 
official acts in the past few days the com- 
mission has virtually acknowledged that it 
cannot justify them. If we succeed in forc- 
ing a reduction of Atlant@w gas rates, it 
stands to reason that every other city in 
the state which uses gas supplied by a 
private corporation will get’ the benefit of 
the fight we are making. All the rates for 
gas have been increased by the railroad com- 
mission on the same general showing, and 
ali the rates for gas ought to be reduced. 

The gas companies have gone to the rajil- 
road commission with inflated valuations 
of their p rty. These inflated valuations 
for rate-making purposes have been enor- 
mously in excesg.of their sworn returns for 
tux-paying purposes. The Atlanta Gas com- 
peny, for example, swore on oath before 
the railroad commission that its property 
used in the public service was worth up- 
ward of $8,000,000. The company then 
crossed the lobby of the state capitol and 
swore to Comptroller Wright, a few day: 
later, that the property was wort! ofuy 
$2,000,000. In the first case it was swear- 
ing to get increased rates. In the second 
case it was swearing to mulct the city of 
Atlanta, the court~ of Fulton and the state 
of Georgia or taxes. 

This outrageous and absurd performance 
of infinting values for rate-making pur- 
poses and deflatiug values for tax-paying 
urposes ig not peculiar to the Atlanta Gas 
aght company, or its greedy and ruthless 
perent, the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany. 

The people of Georgia used to believe 
they could trust their interests to the rail- 
road commission, That was in the days 
when a majority of the comu..ssion were 
men who had regard for the people’s in- 
terests. The commission at present is com- 
posed of men, with one exception, who have 
manifested in every case before them the 
most extreme concern for the welfare of the 
corporations, and no concern at all for the 
reople who elected them to office. The ex- 
ception I refer to is Commissioner Boifeuil- 
let, whose dissenting opinions in the Atlanta 
Gas Light case and the Southern Bell and 
independent telephone cases, are evidence 
of the fact that he is beyond the reach of 
corporate influence. At the proper time 
and in the proper way the people can deal 
with individual members of the §raiiroad

TARIFF FOR FARMERS |Xered Ministers 


WANTED BY WALLACE 


Says ae Must Be Con- 
sidered in Any Tariff 
Laws Adopted. 


Washington, March 31.—Protec- 
tion for the farmers on an equality 
with manufacturers and industrial 
interests in any tariff policy which 
is to be decided upon and adding to 
any rates which may be levied “an 
amount equaKto the’ extra freight 
charges in getting products to the 
consuming centers’ was urged to- 
night in a statement by Secretary 
Wallace. The “heavy additional 
burden” tmposed on the producers 
by increased freight rates, the sec- 
retary declared, “are a differential 
imposed upon our own producers 
and to the benefit of our foreign 
competitors.”’ 

Manufacturers are “naturally and 
properly” laying plans to meet for- 
eign competition in the world mar- 
kets and desire a tariff to protect 
them against cheap foreign goods, 
Mr. Wallace asserted, but he in- 
sisted that the situation facing the 
producers “must be considered” in 
any tariff legislation whether emer- 
gency or permanent. Producers, he

kets.”’ 

The nation “cannot afford. to 
permit the breaking dowWn of its 
own agriculture,” the secretary 
continued, “even if for a time we 
can buy food and other farm prod- 
ucts cheaper from some one else.”

Thirty-First Floor 
Equitable Building 
Scene of Bad Blaze 


New York, March 31.—Firemen 
fought among the clouds for more 
than an hour early today before 
subduing a dangerous blaze on the 
thirty-first floor of the towering 
Equitable building in the heart of 
the downtown skyscraper district. 
It was one of the highest fires the 
firemen have ever been called upon 
to fight. 

The blaze started in a broker’s 
office and clouds of smoke poured 
through the upper stories and ele- 
vator shafts of the massive struc- 
ture. The fire was under control 
before the buflding’s 15,000 business 
inhabitants arrived. 

Firemen crawled along narrow 
window ledges at dizzy heights 
above narrow streets in order to 
smash windows and push through 
lines of hose, Thousands of gal- 
lons of water poured down eleva- 
tor shafts and into the corridors. 

The blaze today recalled the de- 
struction of the old Equitable build- 
ing on the same site on January 
12, 1912, in one of the most spec- 
tacular fires in the history of New 
York: Six persons lost their lives, 
nineteen were injured and the prop- 
erty loss was $13,000,000. 


Movie Censorship 
Strongly Indorsed 
By Governor Miller 


Albany, N. Y., Marth 31.—(United 
News.)—Governor Nathan Ll. Miller 
has come out strongly in favor of 
censoring moving pictures, 

“The word ‘censorship’ does not 
have a good ring,” he said, “but of 
course we have all sorts of censor- 
Ship now. You cannot send lewd 
things through the mail. If you 
do you are liable to land in the 
penitentiary. That is a censorship 
of a kind. You cannot publish ob- 
scene literature. Then there is al- 
Ways the question as’to what is 
obscene. The question gets down 
to the personal equation. 

“Nobody intends to abridge lib- 
erty, I am sure, of press, of speech 
or of assemblage, These are, three 
fundamental things to be observed. 
But liberty does. not mean license 
and there is such a thing as main- 
taining decency. The moving pic- 
ture people now say they will: be 
good but you have heard the old 
story.” .

“The fact that, from rates fixed 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the act, the net earnings of the car- 
riers at the present time are dis- 
appointing, is not due to any fault 
or failure of the act,” Willard said. 
“The condition’ referred to is due 
largely to the decline in volume of 
business and the excessive cost of 
operations. I am confident that the 
problems so presented, while com- 
Plex and difficult, will be solved.” 

He expressed assurance in the 
success of private ownership under 
the act, and declared the relation- 
ship between the federal commis- 
sion and the railroads under the 
act is most encouraging. 

Referring to wages of railroad 
men, he said: 

May Be Worth Price. 

“IT am inclined to think that un- 
der the present law wages of rail- 
way workers as a whole may be 
somewhat higher in future than 
would be the case were there no 
such law, but even so, if the public 
is thereby insured freedom from in- 
terruptions of service, the immunity 
so purchased will be well worth the 
price.” : 

He predicted that with a better 
understanding of the law by rait- 
road employees the country will, in 
the future, be largely if not wholly 
immune from strikes, because the 
law provides a way by which they 
can obtain without striking every- 
thing they could reasonably expect 
to obtain if they did strike. 

Mr. Clark declared that “until the 
foundation has been laid for wid- 
ening the margin between revenue 
and the cost of operating it Is diffi- 
cut to find justification for an at- 
tempt at a general reduction in 
rates. That margin was only 8.7 
last December,” he said.

Believing that Atlanta’s food 
Prices are lower than in any other 
city of its size in the country, the 
Atlanta Retail Food Dealers’ asso- 
ciation is gathering data from va- 
rious large cities with the inten- 
tion of presenting proofs to Atlan- 
tans who imagine that the cost of 
living in Atlanta is higher than 
elsewhere. 

The information they are gather- 
ing deals solely with the price of 
fresh fruits and vegetables in the 
various markets, and while these 
articles constitute only a small por- 
tion of living necessities, they are 
sufficient ‘to prove that living costs 
are no higher than in other large 
cities about the country. 

Numerous letters have been sent 
to reliable parties in the larger 
cities of the country asking for 
classified prices on fresh fruits and 
vegetables. The first report re- 
ceived late yesterday evening from 
one of the largest concerns in 
Knoxville, Tenn., showed that on 
twenty-eight different fruits and 
vegetables, Atlanta’s average retail 
price was only 58 per cent of the 
——e prices charged in Knox- 
ville.

INFLAMMATORY TALK

A., B. & A. Workers Say 
Man Advised Violence 
Against Road. 


Fitzgerald, Ga., March 31.—Lee 
Dobbs is in the Ben Hill county jail 
charged with rioting in connection 


with a speech he is alleged to have 
made at strikers’ headquarters, It 
was announced tonight. 

The warrant under which Dobbs 
was arrested was issued on an af- 
fidavit sworn to by C. M. Denton, 
one of the A. B. & A. railroad 
strikers. 

Union men assert that Dobbs sug- 
gested in his speech that bridges be 
“d€ynamited and rails be removed. 
Denton claims to have reported this 
to Cc. E. Bowers, general superin- 
tendent, and also to W. M. Martin, 
_ chairman of the federation 

ere, 

Dobbs came to Fitzgerald on a 
locomotive, claiming he was a fire- 
man. On arrival he is said to have 
gone over to the ranks of the 
strikers. 


Charge Agreement. 

That thepetition for the appoifit- 
ment of a receiver for the A., B. & 
A. railway was the result. of a 
plan agreed upon between the’ road 
and the Birmingham Trust and 
Savings company so that wages 
might be reduced below the scale 
held just and reasonable by the 
railroad labor board is the charge 
made-last night by the fourteen 
brotherhoods now on strike. 

The statement, as given out by 
Val Fitzpatrick, chairman of the 
joint officers’ committee, is as fol- 
lows: 

It is well for us to know by whom and 
by what methods we are being fought. 

As soon as the bill for a receiver was 
filed in this case it was learned by us 
that the indebtedness to the Birmingham 
‘Trust and Savings company was not due 
at the time the application for a receiver 
was filed. Naturally our curiosity was 
aroused as to why a creditor holding a 
comparatively small debt, which was not 
even due should have felt It necessary to 
apply for such a drastic remedy as the 
ppointment of a receiver for a great rail- 
es ystem. When the appointment of a 

iver was followed almost immediately 
by an application for authority to reduce 
wages, which the railroad company, 
through its official head, Colonel Bugg, 
who is now the receiver, had n - 
tively instructed by the United States 
railroad labor board not to put into effect, 
it began to dawn npon wus that there 
was some preconceived plan to use the re- 


ceivership .to accomplish what the law, 
as administered by the United States la- 
bor board, had not permitted to be done 
openly and in a direct manner. 

- In other words, according to our views 
the labor board had been established by an 
act of congress. to sit as an impartial 
tribunal in the determination of all ques- 
tions affecting the wages and working 
conditions between transportation §  .com- 
panies and their employees, and when it 
was learned that a receiver was appointed 
for the Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
Railway company on the application of a 
small creditor whose dePt was not due and 
that the appointment or the receiver was 
consented to in advance by the railroad 
company, it became perfectly apparent to 
us that the primary and perhaps the sole 
object in having the receiver appointed was 
to accomplish in this manner what had 
been forbidden by the labor board; that is, 
the reduction of wages rnelow what had 
been determined to be just and reasonable. 
Consequently an application was filed in 
the United States court setting forth this 
contention, and on the hearing of that ap- 
plication all possible doubts as to the 
underlying purpose were removed when 
Colonel Bugg, in testifying before the 
court, admitted that he, while president of 
the railroad company, had induced the Bir- 
mingham Trust and Savings company to 
file an application and have the _ road 
thrown into the hands of a receiver and 
had himself resign his position as presi- 
dent of the road immediately before the 
iy yy was filed in order to place 
himself in position to be appointed re civer. 
In fact, it is practically conceded that the 
whole plan and purpose of the Birmingham 
Trust and Savings company and the of- 
ficials of the railroad was to accomplish 
what the railroad company had been unable 
to accomplish by legal methods; that jis, a 
reduction of wages below what the labor 
board had~held to be just and reasonable. 

In furnishing this information it is not 
the purpose of the committee to be wnder- 
stoed as criticising the action of the United 
States court, for the court had the right 
to act upon the information furnished in 
the written pleadings by the only parties 
before the court; to wit, the Birmingham 
Trust and Savings company and the rail- 
road company. but the facts have been es- 
tablished beyond dispute that these par- 
ties joined together for the purpose of 
accomplishing a reduction of the wages of 
the employees, a result which the railroad 
had not been able to accomplish by fol- 
lowing the methods prescribed by the 
Transportation Act of 1920.

former Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, one of the strongest pro- 
league republicans; Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy Roosevelt, and 
Third Assistant Secretary of State 
Bliss, together with Viviani and 
Jusserand, 

The conversation was along chan- 
nels designed to give the senators 
first-hand information. Viviani an- 
swered questions. He did not plead 
or recommend, it was stated, except 
as inferences might be drawn from 
his replies. 

There will be further opportuni- 
ties for the French statesmen to 
carry on this campaign of informa- 
tion into the senate mind as well 
as Washington officialdom. But 
already it is intimated in high quar- 
ters that if the Knox seperate peace 
resolution is reintroduced, it will be 
amended so as to carry unquestion- 
able expression of the United States 
to stand behind France and the 
other associated powers. 

Message to Public. 

M. Viviani addressed the follow- 
ing message of greeting to the 
American people in his first public 
statement since arriving in the 
United States. 

“TI have accepted the mission with 
which the government of my coun- 
try has honored me.” M. Viviani 
said, “with a deeper joy, as by en- 
trusting me with the mandate of 
bringing to President Harding the 
wishes which friendly France forms 
for him and for his administration, 
I could have the opportunity 
through you, to hail America, whole 
America. 

“T came here, in other times, 
tragical and dark,-~which, however, 
shine for me with all the enthu- 
siasm projected by the past. 

“This enthusiasm gave me the 
comfort which is so necessary to 
continue the struggle. 

“You may imagine the sacred emo- 
tion which I felt when returning 
amongst you: Let me express to 
you this emotion in my message. 

“Never America, whole America, 
will know the gratitude of my coun- 
try for her. 

“From the Pacific to the Atlantic, 
from north to south, on this mag- 
nificant land where all races and 
confessions are splendidly and har- 
moniously ‘mingled, our mind finds 
anew the generous sons and the 
valiant daughters to whom we owe 
so great a debt. 

“Nothing will ever break the ties 
of the heart which unite to your 
republic France, France who has 


suffered so much for right, who asks 
only for justice, and who hopes for 


the salvation of humanity through 
a better world.” 

The statement which was headed, 
“Message of His Excellency, M. 
Rene iviani, Former Premier of 
France, Envoy Extraordinary of the 
French Republic to the President of 
the United States,” was regarded 
as clearing up for the first time 
officially the precise status under 
which the French official was re- 
ceived by the American government. 

State department officials have 
stated that the former French pre- 
mier presented no formal creden- 
tials upon his reception by. the state 
department, but was received with 
the verbal introduction of Ambas- 
sador Jusserand as a special envoy 
of France,

A telegram received in Atlanta 
yesterday morning by Mrs. Floy 
Irby announced the sudden death 
of her father, John H, Sharp, in 
Wilmington, N. C. It was not ex- 
plained how his death occurred in 
Wilmington, as his home was at 
a Gate, a few miles out from that 
city. 

Mr. Sharp had many friends and 
admirers in Atlanta, having lived 
here for some years at 33 Cresecnt 
avenure, corner Tenth street. He 
was a native of Virginia; an old 
confederate soldier, having followed 
the fortunes of Lee to the close of 
the struggle at Appomattox. He 
was an eye-witness to the formal 
i.meeting between Grant and Lee, 
and heard the latter’s farewell ad- 
dregs to his soldiers. Mr. Sharp 
was truly a southern gent#eman of 
the old school, who loved his fam- 
ily, his friends and his God.

fore Judge George L. Bell. The state 
railroad commission is made a par- 


ty to the suit on the ground that it 
granted the increase without hear- 
ing from the municipality. 

The petitioners set out that F. L 
Woodruff, of the defendant compa- 
ny, went to Gainesville last fall and 
stated to the mayor that the people 
of that town need not be worried 
over the application for increase 
filed by the company, as it would 
not affect Gainesville because of a 
contract between the Gainesville 
Chamber of Commerce and the com- 
pany, under which the company was 
to operate for ten years without 
change of rates. 

The city further contends that 
this contract was in effect at the 
time the commission, in February, 
granted an increase from $4 to $5 
per month for business lines and 
from $2.50 to $3.10 for service to 
residences. 

The petitioners also alleged the 
telephone company told the railroad 
commission it had property invest- 
ment in Gainesville of $169,872.5¥%, 
whereas the petitioner alleges it had 
only a $71,389 investment. It also 
held the company represented that 
it made 4.11 per cent a year on this 
investment under the old. contract 
rate, whereas the petitioner claims 
it made nearly 10 per cent, It 
claims the company’s net earnings 


611.48 had been deducted for depre- 
ciation and repairs from a gross 
revenue of $48,504.06, 

The telephone company § denies 
that it had a separate contract with 
the city, though it admits that it 
had an agreement with the chamber 
of commerce dated January T1, 1917. 
The company also denies that 
Woodruff attempted to deceive the 
officers of the town to keep them 
from protesting the application for 
increase before the railroad com- 
mission. 

The commission, which !s_ also 
represented at the hearing by coun- 
sel, denied it ever approved a con- 
tract between the company and the 
Gainesville Chamber of Commerce 
and claims notice of the hearing 
was published immediately after the 
application was filed. It further 
set forth that the mayor and rep- 
resentatives of the Gainesville 
council did not appear and that the 
rates, thought to be just and rea- 
sonable by the commission, were 
granted, after no protest had been 
filed. The commission also attempt-. 
ed to show that the $169,972.57 
claimed by the company to be its 
Gainesville investment not only in- 
cluded the investment in the city, 
but its equipment and lines on serv- 
ice out of the city. 

The petitioners were represented 
at the hearing by C. N. Davis, city 
attorney of ainesville, and Ed 
Quillian.

Ed Cowley on Trial 
For Buying Stolen 
Federal Property 


The trial of Ed Cowley, well- 
known live stock dealer, charged 
with buying stolen government 
property from a soldier, was begun 
in federal court Thursday before 
Judge Samuel H. Sibley, in the pres- 
ence of an audience including a 
number of prominent Atlantans. 

Cowley is charged with having 
purchased several saddles and sets 
of ambulance harness from Sergeant 
Clarence E. Perdue, of the Camp 
Gordon remount depot, during the 
early spring of 1920. Perdue was 
court-martialed for unlawfully tak- 
ing the material from the camp and 
selling it, and has just completed 
a term of one year in Fort Leaven- 
worth for the transaction. 

On the witness stand Thursday, 


Perdue, who was asked by the gov-/ 


ernment to tell the details of the 
transaction, declared that he had 
taken the harness and saddles from 
the camp at the direction of his 
superior officers. He had not been 
instructed to sell them to any one 
in particular, he stated, but was to 
sell to any available purchaser. 

The goods were hauled to the 
Union Stock Yards by Sam Schles- 
inger, he said. After he and Schles- 
inger arrived at the yards, he be- 
came afraid of ,being apprehended, 
he said, and concealed the leather 
goods in Cowley’s stables, where 
they were subsequently discovered 
by officers. He emphatically de- 
clared he had never received any 
remuneration from Cowley for the 
saddles and harness. 

The defense introduced a number 
of character witnesses who testified 
that Cowley was a man of unques- 
tionable integrity. Two of the wit- 
nesses were J. W. Patterson and I. 
N. Ragsdale, hores and mule mer- 
chants, who have known the de- 
fendant for several yera.s

‘FARM LOAN BANKS 


MAY EXTEND LIFE 
OF FUTURE BONDS 


Washington, March 31.—(Spe 
cial.)\—The farm loan board has 
directed attention to the recently 
enacted Jaw of congress authoriz- 
ing the extension of the redemp- 
tion date on future issues of federal 


land bank bonds from five to ten 
years. This adds a feature to the 
new bond issue very attractive to 
the investor today, who is demand- 
ing long term issues.

HAROING AT WORK. 
ON RAIL POLICY 


Discusses Transportation 
Problems With Heads of 

Two Government Agen- 
cies for Two Hours. 


Washington, March 31.—Questions 
involved in the formulation of an 
administration program towards 
rail transportation were discussed 
by President Harding today with E. 
E. Clark, chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission, and R. M. 
Barton, chairman of the railroad 
labor board. 

The heads of the two government 
agencies brought to the conference 
at Mr. Harding’s request detailed 
data about wages, rates, earnings, 
and other subjects. The meeting 
was a preliminary step to a thor- 
ough investigation which Mr. Har- 
ding proposes to make. He has let 
it become known that he regards 
the railroad problem as involving 
many serious factors in its relation 
to the general] industrial health of 
the nation. 

The two chairmen were with the 
president more than two hours, but 
afterwards declined to discuss the 
situation or to predict what form 
the administration reconstruction 
program would take, It was under- 
stood, however, 
outlined the purpose of the consulta- 
tion as that of gathering informa- 
tion primarily, and that conclusions 
were not attempted.
